Day I KUCHING - City Tour (-)

Day 2 Bako National Park (B, L)

PARK.Bako National Park is situated about 38 km from Kuching. You will travel by land to the 
riverbanks to board a ferry for Bako National Park. The park covers an area of approximately 16 sq 
km of primary forest with an abundance of botanical treasure. Animals such as macaques, proboscis 
monkeys, deer, wildboar and birds are easily seen around the park. Jungle paths are well marked 
for your jungle trekking and for nature lovers to observe jungle natural surroundings. The coast line 
of the park is indented by sandy bays that providing excellent swimming grounds with unusual 
beauties of eroded rocks. Overnight at hotel. 


Day 3 Lemanak / Skrang River Safari (B, L, D)

fishing nets & feeding their livestock. In the evening there will be a feast while being entertained by 
the natives performing traditional dances. Overnight at longhouse.

After breakfast, morning jungle trekking and swimming while picnic lunch is being prepared. After 
lunch return to Kuching. Upon arrival, transfer to Kuching Airport for flight to next destination.

Day I KUCHING - Orang Utan Visit (-)

the home of Orang Utan, Hornbills and other monkeys rescued from captivity and being 
rehabilitated in their natural surroundings. Overnight at hotel.

Stop at 
Lachau Bazaar for a tasty chinese lunch. By mid afternoon we will reach BATANG Al DAM. Transfer 
into longboat for 1 hour & 10 minutes boat ride passing through the man- made lake to Nange 
Spaya longhouse. Upon arrival at the longhouse, welcome drinks are served - Tuak, the locally 
brewed rice wine. You are most welcome to mingle with the longhouse folks & ask about their daily 
activities at the longhouse. In the evening a traditional style dinner sitting on mats will be served at 
the Headman's room. After dinner you will be entertained by a cultural dance performed by the 
longhouse folks. Overnight at the longhouse quarter. 


Day 4 Batang Ai- KUCHING (B, L) 


After breakfast in the longhouse, jungle walk to explore the surrounding & follow by the 
blowpipe demonstration. Return to longhouse & depart for Kuching, Lunch will be provided 
along the way. Upon arrival at Kuching transfer to airport.

Besides the Malay & Chinese houses, the longhouse of the Ibans, Bidayuh, Orang Ulu, Melanaus, 
Penans etc. are certainly most unique. The Sarawak Cultural Village also showcases the traditional 
lifestyles of the various ethnic groups such as the handicrafts of beading, wood-carving bamboo- 
carving, pua-weaving etc. Traditional methods of making sago, crushing sugar cane & the Penans 
make their blow-pipes & other accessories.
